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DETAILS OF EFFORTS TO REACH NONSIGNING INVENTOR 


Mr. Cochran attempted to communicate with Mr. Windsor when he was no longer in confinement. During 
his treatment he was isolated firom all outside contact. Once he was released firom treatment, he was placed 
in a half way house and outside contact was restricted. He would not return any phone calls during his stay 
at this facility. He still will not return phone calls to Mr. Cochran. 


Mr. Cochran attempted to obtain Mr. Windsor's signature on the declaration at the time of filing the patent 
application. Mr. Cochran was unable to speak to Mr. Windsor to discuss the patent application with him. 
The application was filed without the signed declaration in hopes that Mr. Windsor's health would improve 
enough to sign when missing parts were filed. His health did not improve and Mr. Windsor still refuses to 
conmiunicate with Mr. Cochran. 


Invention rights must be preserved since commercialization of the invention is currently being pursued by 
Mr. Cochran on behalf of his company Accu-Track Technologies, Inc. Mr. Windsor was a partner in this 
company prior to his health problems. Mr. Cochran has purchased Mr. Windsor's part of the company since 
Mr. Windsor is unable to participate in the running of the company.
